them. And this _—_— difference af theſe Dias 
will plainly appear by thezr proper and peculiar Sym- 
ptoms, and «the Jifferent VS ib0d of Cure which wn 
requires, And tho” theſe Diſeaſes may ſeem alike to 
the Unwary, becauſe in ſome ſort they do agree to 
outward appearance, yet if you ſeriouſly conſider, they 
are very different ; and its hard to ſay whether a 
diligent ſeareh, for which the ſhort Life of one Mari 
1s not ſufficient. would teach us, that Epidemical D;- 
feaſes circle about in one -continual ſeries, . or whether 
they come diſorderly, according to the occult Diathe- 
ſis of the: Air, or the inexplicable courſe of Times.
